If tho ratepayers •wero to believe 
one-tenth of the assertions made yes- 
terday by our obscure contemj^orary 
with reference to the Municipal elec- 
tion thoy could but fool convinced that 
they have been living with a quartette 
in their midst whoso great ability 
and extraordinary honesty has been 
but poorly appreciated. They would 
also doubtless be of opinion that out- 
side of tlio quartette, or trie at least, 
there is scarcely another citizen worthy 
the confidoaco of the ratepayers and 
that to reject the individuals on Avhom 
our contemporary bestows suchfulsouio 
praise and elect others in their stead- 
vrould be similar to turning off tho 
electric light and substituting therefor 
the illumination of a farthing dip. Wo 
are almost tempted to ask on what 
mannoi of food do these men live that 
thoy should be so incomparably super- 
ior to all other ratepayers; but that 
might be deemed impertinent. Wo 
are at liberty, however, to .state, not- 
withstanding our contemporary's dic- 
tum, that there positively are those 
who have tho dire audacity and re- 
markable "hardihood " to assert that 
the conduct of Civic affairs by these 
individuals has been anything but sa- 
tisfactory to a majority of tho rate- 
p.ayer8. " It is not denied time they 
have disphiyed considerable energy; 
but in what "direction has that commo- 
dity been employed ] Has it not as a 
rule been used in direct violation of 
tho wishes of the people'! Wo think 
the ensuing election will prove that 
such has been tho case with at 
least three of the quartette our 
contemporary has taken in hand. 
Tho public records will show tiiat, after 
a certain by-law had been ratified by 
tho popular vote, three of these four 
candidates stood up in their places at 
the municipal board and defied tho 
voice of the people by ignoring their 
decision. The public records will also 
show that the quartette was in favor of 
laying a patent stone sidewalk round 
the City Hall, notwithstanding the facts 
that tho season of tho year was unsuit- 
able for the performance of the work 
and tho funds of the corporation did 
not permit of such an unnecessary ex- 
penditure. And whilst we are alluding 
to this matter it may be well to state 
that the sidewalk in question is already 
breaking up and crumbling away, thus 
demonstrating that, notwithstanding an 
exorbitant price was paid for tUe work, 
it has been very inditferently perform- 
ed. In this instance, as in many 
others, wc arc prepared to admit that 
the "actions" of the quartette "speak 
louder than words." The investiga- 
tion demanded by Coun. Todd should 
be the means of ventilating this ex- 
traordinary transaction, and on a future 
occasion we shall have something else 
to say on the desirability of a change 
in the personnel of the Council. Mean- 
while we would warn the ratepayers 
against pledging themselves to any 
candidate who, having proved recreant 
to his duty in tho past, has the sophis- 
try to make fair promises for reforma- 
tion in the future. 

TEH irHW CANADIAN LOAN. 

Tlhe London Times, in reciting tho 
terms of this loan, remarks on tho fact 
that ".£1,517,000 of the loan is to be 
employed in redeeming Canada six per 
cents, leaving £1,45,1,000 to bo devot- 
ed to the various public works of the 
Dominion. Among these are the deep- 
ening and extension of the St. Lawrence 
and Welland Canals, and the construc- 
tion of the Canada Pacific Railway." 
The other remarks suggest economy and 
caution in asking largo loans for public 
works, such as the Pacific Railroad. 
The Ti7nes says: "Owing to the re- 
demption of six per cent bonds and the 
saving of interest charges effected there- 
bv, it is calculated that the annual in- 
crease to the burden of tho Dominion 
made by tliis lonn will be but about 
£27,000. That is satisfactory, and tho 
loan is probably inevitable, for Canada 
is too deeply in del)t and too deeply 
involved in costly public works to be 
able to get on without constant borrow- 
ing." 

THJS TliANiiVAAL FRONTIER. 



By last accounts matters are still in 
a very unsettled condition on the Natal 
and Transvaal frontiers in South 
Africa. Tho General-in-Chief, sup- 
ported by Her Majesty's High Com- 
missioner, Sir Bartle Frere, has made 
an urgent demand for reinforcements 
to meet the expected crisis. Cetewayo, 
the Zulu King, can bring from forty 
to sixty thou^nd Zulus into the field 
and these are the most warlike people 
of South Africa. There is one thing 
in favour of the British. The King is 
unpopular on account of his cruelty, 
and it is thought Tvill not get the unit- 
ed support of the Zulus. Tho Zulus 
settled in Natal will, it is thought, in 
the event of war support tho British 
with cordiality. They have learned 
tho advantages of English rule, and 
will not without a struggle surrender 
them, it is, however, not well to be 
much at tho mercy of changeable sava- 
ges' such as'tbese tribes still are. The 
ultimate "result ' cannot be doubtful. 
TliiB Zulus 'will be conqiiiBred, and the 
British authority still further extended 
northward.
